Back when I was a teen-ager (and dinosuars roamed the Earth), I did 
the front panel of a home-brew regen receiver this way. It really looked 


nice! Used steel wool on the aluminium panel, which might not have been 
a good idea for the long term--tiny bits of the wool can get imbedded and 
rust. A Dremel-sized brass cup brush would probably work better. 

For those to whom the finish is unfamilar, it's a series of 
overlapping swirls in a grid or diamond pattern. Car-parts places sella 
shiny, diffraction-grating (rainbow-y) mylar-tape version for the 
gearhead set. The real thing isn't as bright, but if carefully buffed 
after swirling looks nice and doesn't hold dirt.

Yup, it's called engine turning, the finished piece referred to as being 
engine turned, and it's a very old technique...I seem to remember that 
it dates back to water power machine shops. It was common practice back 
in the days when folks had more time, and craftsmanship was regarded as 
something to be pursued. The pencil eraser idea is a variation, but I 
think at its peak (1930s) the procedure involved various sized corks and 
valve grinding compound. I've seen circles as large as an inch in 
diameter, though the small ones are more attractive to most folks. It 
works best in a drill press or milling machine where you can shift the 
piece along a straight axis a precise amount each time. Otherwise you 
get a sort of random pattern that looks homemade.

I would recommend a solid state relay to fix this problem -- they switch 
on zero-crossing, have a variety of control voltage ranges, and can 
probably handle the current, unless you have an exceptionally large heat 
pump.

Always nice to hear that a BC-348 has found a good home. Your missing 
connector may be rather expensive to replace. 


>From your question, it is apparent that the nameplate is missing from your 
"scrapper." Assuming that your "Scrapper" was just stripped and not 
modified, the existence of a 6K6 tube would indicate the receiver to be a 
BC-224-F or K, or a BC-348-H, K, L, or R. These were the receivers in this 
series that used a 6K6 audio output tube. 


Examine the left hand top surface of the "scrapper's" chassis where the 
dynamotor was mounted. If you find there a dowel pin mounted vertically in 
such a manner as to require a matching hole in the flange of the dynamotor's 
filter base, it is a BC-348--the BC-224s had none. 


If you still have the "scrapper's" oscillator "box" (you didn't identify 
which one you had) and the tube socket is ceramic, your "Scrapper" is a 
BC-348-R. 


The dynamotor you removed from the "scrapper" will tend to corroborate the 
"Scrapper" as a BC-348-R if it is a DM-28-R, although all 28-volt dynamotors 
were interchangeable. 


Examine the front panel of the "scrapper" just above the crystal filter 
switch where it is marked "CRYSTAL." If you see the head of a machine screw 
(or the hole where a screw used to be) about 1/2 inch above the letters 
"TA," the receiver is probably not a BC-348-R. 


You can retrieve the file "bc348.history" from the BA archive. It will 
provide more information than you ever wanted to know about BC-224s and BC-348s.

that was needed on the unit is a good bath and a touch up alignment. So far to 
date that has what has happened to me. 

I have put about 200 hours in this little HQ-145 and still can't get it to 
work right. 

I fix, one thing and the then proceed to the next problem and then return back 
to the problem I had fixed and got the same problem back. 

Now you say, I don't know how to trouble shoot receivers. 

Agreed, Iam no expert but I do know how to isolate problems. 

Start with the audio, no problem, about a 1 watt out. Normal for this unit. 
Injected a signal at the first normal 455KC IF. No problem. Good signal 
strength. 

Traveling up to the converter stages, point by point all signals out are good 
until I reach a section where the bandswitch has some say in the path. 


I have sprayed and sprayed with deoxit and ever known chemical that I had in 
the shop, even tried Bug Spray(kidding) . Using a magnifying glass, checked 
all contacts, both front and back. Tried putting pressure on each contact with 
a plastic spudger one at a time. can not get this guy to respond. 


Got a good signal on the Broadcast band split , either high end or low end 
depending on how I have the antennae adjustment set.This in inself seems wrong 
to me. Shouldn't have to adjust anything. 

Tam dealing with split cores in the rf tansx. and a least 1 in the dual 455kc 
and 3035kc convertor transx. 


BTW, all tubes where checked for emmisions and shorts and no troubles where 
found. 

This receiver is a picture of what a HQ-145 should look like after all these 
years. It is almost as pretty as my HQ-170A, but I think the dam thing is 
Jinxed.

A couple of useful things which cropped up in building the '36 Huntoon 
"Really Portable Receiver:" 


Small grid clips for type '32, '34, '24, etc. tubes are hard to 
find--but they sell brass wire at the hardware store. Two turns of it 
around something just a bit smaller than the grid cap, with the ends 
crossing over, makes a fine "squeeze to release" grid clip. Contact 
pressure is pretty good. 


Sears Hardware stores (I *knowx they are evil but I can't resist any 
new hardware outfit) are selling very nice nylon shoulder washers with 
3/8" ID, just the thing for insulating jacks and controls, at least for 
moderate voltages. They've also got a better selection of knurled nuts 
than most. (But no 2-56 hardware--and tonight, no clerks who even knew 
what "2-56" xmeans!x) 


The mail-order discount tool companies have been selling toy bending 
brakes, about 20" wide, for under $20. They're not fancy but they work 
just fine, *xmuchx better than hardwood blocks and C-clamps. And 
galvanized steel makes a decent chassis, far cheaper than most suppliers 
sell them for and in the exact size you want! They've also got 
super-duper deburring tools with pivoted blades *xrealx cheap (they're hard

Other tips on restoration welcome. Looks like my 
biggest problem will be the cleanup, and keeping 
residue out of tube sockets and alignment tweaks. 
(It's mostly to the left of the tuning cap.)

While not related directly to your AR-88, this is something that always 
bugs me with the Halli's I own. Neither my SX-24 or my S-38B had fuses 
on the transformer primaries or the B+ line. For my SX-24, I added a 2 
amp fast blow fuse. The SX-24 is rated 70 watts at 115 volts, and using 
power in watts (actually not watts really but volt-amps, but close 

enough for this application) = volts * amps, 2 amps is good to 230 watts 
continuous, which may be a little high for this application. Perhaps I 
should change it to 1 amp. Some folks like slow blow fuses (like the 
Drake designers did for the Drake 2B, and so did Hammarlund for my 
SP-600-JX-17) but I like to stick with fast blow fuses figuring I'd 
rather blow a fuse costing 25 cents rather than something else that costs 
more, like a retifier tube or wiring. (But then again, I don't know 
enough about fuse design for my designs to be more than a crap shoot 
really, although I do know about fuse delay curves and stuff from an 
electric car project I worked on in college) My S-38B got a 7/8 amp fuse 
for it's 50 or so watts (don't have the schematic at my desk like I do 


for the SX-24). 


I figure Halli didn't put fuses in becuase it added to the cost. More 
expensive receivers like the Nationals, Nems-Clarke, Hammarlunds I own 
(NC-100A, 2801A, HQ-150 and SP-600) do have the fuses. 


One idea I am toying with is adding fuses on the B+ supply lines of 
stuff. Quarter and Half amp fuses are easily found (and are cheap, like 
5 for $2.00), and I think perhaps this would help prevent "“soft-shorts" 
to ground (high ohm shorts) from overheating hard to replace 
transformers. Comments on this anyone? My SP-600-JX-17 does have a B+ 
line fuse, and I think the Nems-Clarke may as well (don't have a 
schematic for it, oh how I wish I did!).

Recent postings have inquired about WCC - Cape Cod's venerable high seas radio 
station. I dropped by the North Chatam receiving and control site yesterday 
while on a day trip to the Cape with my wife. What follows is a brief report on 
the state of affairs at old WCC: 


Diane and I haven't been on the Cape together since our honeymoon, 20 years ago! 

( I only recently returned - see my previous post on the KL7JT Marconi Site VHF 
Contest operation). I was originally hoping to visit the transmitter site on 
Forest Beach Road, in South Chatam, but we missed the turn off Rt. 28, and traffic 
made it hard to go back once we realized we were too far east. I was 
disappointed, but a short time later, a large tower loomed over the road, 
supporting multiple wire antennae. Then I remembered - the receiving site was on 
the other side of town, overlooking Pleasent Bay. 


Several old red brick buildings under a myriad of rhombics,. a large LP beam, and 
a sign confirmed that we had arrived at MCI's WCC World Wide Radio Station. MCI? 
What happened to RCA? My interest was piqued. I made a quick left into the site 


entrance. The place looked deserted. Was it still in operation? I passed a 
sign - "No trespassing. Violaters will be prosecuted." 
Diane started to get nervous. "Not to worry', I reassured her. "I'll just say I 


didn't see the sign, and besides, this is sort of offical business, anyway. 
Inquiring Boatanchorites want to know about this place." 


We parked in front of a low building that was fed by many antenna leads, both coax 
and open wire. The only other vehicle on the site was parked in front. As I 
headed for the front door, someone approached us, asking "May I help you?" 

We introduced ourselves to Phil Davison, KK1Q. He said he was the only employee 
on site at the time, and offered to give us a quick tour. 


As we entered the building, any fantasies of seeing row upon row of AR-88s and a 
cacaphony of CW, clattering teleypes and typewriters quickly vanished. The place 
was quiet as a tomb. Rows of numbered operator cubicles were just empty desks. 
Phil explained what has happened to WCC, which, unfortunately, is another story of 
downsizing, re-engineering, and changing technology in the 90s: 


MCI took over the operation following the demise of RCA in the late eighties. 
Since 1993, the operators of the station are actually several thousand miles away, 
at MCI's sister station KPH in San Fransisco. Only a few local personnel act as 
technicians, and as back-up operators, if control from KPH is lost. The 
receiving station today consists of multiple racks of Watkins-Johnson and Kenwood 
R-5000 sandbox receivers, all controlled remotely. Received audio from each CW 
circuit receiver is digitized, and reconverted to audio at KPH. A dedicated T-1 
line handles all CW and SITOR data channels, along with receiver control, antenna 
selection, and transmitter control for the South Chatam transmitter site. 


WCC presently handles about 100 pieces of traffic a day, virtually all from 
foreign flag vessels. This is a mere trickle from the over 1000 per day that was 
handled when Phil started as an operator in the early 80s. At that time, HRO-500s 
were in use, and the old mills were being replaced by computer data terminals. 


How long will WCC hang on? It depends largely on how long CW remains in use on 
the high seas. High seas CW's demise has been scheduled, and postponed several 
times, but continued use by foreign flag ships suggests that it may survive until 
the turn of the century. 


I asked Phil if there was any documented history of the sation. He wasn't aware 
of any, but he knew that many of the Navy operators from WW2 held reunions in 
Chatam from time to time. Phil doesn't operate much HF on the ham bands, but he 
was inerested in hearing about the Boatanchors list operation and the CW calling 
frequencies which I provided him with. Perhaps we will hear him on there sometime 
soon. 


Murphy was lurking, and sucked the last electrons out of our camera battery, so 
unfortunately we couldn't take any pictures of the site. I intend to check out 
the South Chatam transmitter site on our next day trip, and will also check out 
the Chatam Historical Society to see if they have any info on old WCC. Any list 
members out there who can contribute any info?

WCC and all the surviving Coast Stations will probably be 
shutting down their CW operations by 2000. The GMDSS system is supposed 
to be fully implemented by 1999 and I suspect that there will be a last 
minute rush to refit older ships that will delay the deadline a year or 
two. There was a writeup in "Ocean Voice" which is the official organ of 
the INMARSAT satellite organization about shipowners dragging theix feet 
until the last minute to refit. GMDSS will be mandatory by 1999. For 
all practical purposes CW manual telegraphy will cease to exist in the 
maritime industry. Amateur Radio, which started it all off really, will 
be the only service to continue to carry the torch of CW. It is a very 
simple yet elegant mode of communication, revered by many, and hated by 
many. It is perhaps the most efficient yet devised as regards distances 
that can be covered with very small amounts of power in the HF range. 
The technology is so simple that a couple of tubes and a few watts of 
power will do in a pinch. The skill required is great, and must be 
learned over some time. 

Manual telegraphy requires persistance to learn, and practice to 
aquire speed. Not the "in thing" in these days of pushbutton radios and 
instant gratification! It's like comparing a modern air-conditioned 
automobile to a horse. The automobile has many advantages and doesn't 
have to be fed. Nevertheless, there are many horse fanciers still out 
there! To me there is nothing as gorgeous is a Belgian or Clysdale in 
harness pulling a load! Manual telegraphy will be with us for quite a 
while yet! It is like learning a different language that is universal in 
most of the world. Its elegance is its simplicity! 

2000 will mark the end of a long era. I do hope the younger 
"“whippersnappers" will keep the romance of CW going thru the next 
century. To completely abandon it, would be to abandon the very core 
archive of radio itself.
